McCarthy's About-face 


Sen. McCarthy is insisting1 upon a right for him self that 
hp has brusquely waved aside and refused for all others, 
tim e after time, in the 15 m onths he has dominated the 
Senate investigating subcom m ittee. 
He wants the right, without any curbs, to cross-exam ine 
all witnesses in his “ blackmail*' and “liar” battle with the 
Arm y. 
He wants a full round of cross-exam ination on the 
part of all principals involved. 
It is an abrupt about-face for the W isconsin senator. 
McC arthy has gone out of his way to gavel down the sligh t­ 
est gesture of cross-exam ination in all of tile earlier parade 
of w itnesses and their counsel who lu n e appeared liefore 
bim. 
He has done it, on occasion, with iron-listed vehe­ 
mence. 
T his about-face raises an interesting question: 
lf Sen. 
McCarthy believes th is procedure is right, now that he him ­ 
self is involved, why wasn’t it right beforeV 
Congressional precedent does not call for cross-exam i­ 
nation, w hether this is right or wrong. 
And crossexam in a­ 
tion. as such. is not the major issue in procedure now tieing 
battled out. 
The major issue is whether Sen. McCarthy can assum e 
the all-encom passing roles o f w itness, defendant, prosecutor 
and judge at one and the sam e tim e. 
"The thread of good Am erican fair play” would dictate 
Ids rem oving him self com pletely from Hie subcom m ittee, 
other than as a w itness, during the current investigation, 
Republican National Chairman Leonard Hall lielieves. 
O ther top Republican leaders and Democratic m em liers 
of the subcom m ittee have spoke out in the sam e vein. 
W ednesday the issue came before President Eisen­ 
hower. 
His com ment: 
“ In America a man doesn't sit in judgm ent on bis own

aet how this can In* attained if McCarthy him self is an ac­ 
tiv e participant.

THE SCHOOL SQUEEZE isn't peculiar to Monroe County. 
It's a nationwide symptom of 


big increasts in population and small incre i s in educational facilities. 


The pressure s strongest in primary and secondary school work. 
World War Two ended a 
decade ago. 
The bumper crop of babies born during and immediately after that period are 
now in schools— and for most of them r^s a pre ty tight fit. 
The solution is simple: more and fogger schools. 
But more and bigger schools must come 
ultimately from the people. 
A school, like Ire . am, is expensive— but most Americans agree 
it is worth the price. 
It usually takes considerable prodding b?o e people in a district quit dragging their feet 


and get down to the sweaty work of financing a d building. The big arguments invariably com# 
over ways and means— not need. 


Monroe County is in about that stage no*. 
The need is obvious, but ways and means are­ 


n't. 
There has been talk of pooling school dis'net resources. 
Some suggest East Stroudsburg, 
Smithfield, Middle Smithfield and Price; others East Stroudsburg and Stroudsburg; still others, 
Stroudsburg, Stroud, Delaware Water Gap and the Slate Belt region. 


T a problems— emotional as well as financial— are nettlesome and prickly in such a pool­ 
ing of 
resources.
